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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,3-7,9,11-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
cited does not anticipated individually or teach in combination the following limitations: 

• Oh (6,471 ,386), although teaching a headlamp for a motor vehicle comprising a 
housing enclosing a light source, fixed on a chassis comprising means for 
connection to the housing of the chassis, the means for connection comprising a 
joint member for impact absorption mounted to a two divided part of a mounting 
boss formed, a mounting structure of the headlamp having a spring bracket that 
is of a cylindrical type elastic bellows spring and bracket so at to accommodate 
elasticity aiding in absorbing an impact to the front bumper of an automobile, Oh 
does not teach the combination of a headlamp for a motor vehicle, a housing 
enclosing a light source fixed on a chassis which comprises means for 
connecting the housing to the chassis, these means being deformable by traction 
and capable of absorbing at least part of the energy of an impact on the 
headlamp.
